In the remarks, Applicant repeats the argument that Yen fails to teach 
that the reference position indicates a central point. 

In response, shifting location of parts would be no invention. In the 
brief of the Solicitor for the Patent Office it is pointed out that the claim 
reads on Cannon except as to the final limitation reading "means disposed 
in alignment with said opening for contact by said depending means to start 
the pressing operation of said hydraulic press." As to that limitation it was 
held that there would be no invention in shifting the starting switch 
disclosed by Canon to a different position since the operation of the device 
would not thereby be modified. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70 (CCPA 1950). In 
this particular case, as admitted by Applicant in the specification page 18, 
lines 7-13, the format of the location information may take various forms as 
known in the art. Therefore, taking the central point as the reference 
position is non-critical and obvious to one of ordinary skill.
